The federal 
law controlling pesticides covers all 
interstate shipments, and many states 
have laws that supplement the fed- 
eral law. California, the economic 
poisons article the Agricultural 
Code vigorously the 
Bureau Chemistry and has been 
effect for many years. 


Products Must Registered 


The California law provides that 
each product must 
fore legally sold the 
State. Registration acts screen 
which worthless and untried prod- 
are withheld from the market. 
Registration may refused, after 
hearing, for any pesticide which 
little value for the purpose 
for which intended, which 
detrimental vegetation, except 
health and safety when prop- 
erly used. When only few standard 
chemicals were used pest control, 
was relatively simple, referring 
published information, deter- 
mine whether not product could 
expected what was claimed 
for it. But with the development 
the many new chemical compounds 
such DDT, BHC, TEPP and para- 
thion, has been necessary adjust 
procedures evaluate the usefulness 
and hazards the new materials. 
Many manufacturers carry their 
own research and have extensive in- 
vestigational staffs, and the data they 
present are given careful considera- 
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tion connection with the registra- 
tion new chemical. manufac- 
turer must not, however, experiment 
the expense user. 

The type container used for 
pesticide sometimes determining 
ble for registration under California 
law. For example, some states ordi- 
nary bottle caps are filled with 
sweetened bait, impregnated with ar- 
senie and sold for ant control. Cali- 
fornia has repeatedly declined 
register such device, because the 
undue hazard for children. Likewise, 
collapsible tubes containing poisonous 
pesticides have been rejected for reg- 
istration because the tube rolled 
from the bottom, caution warn- 
ings, poison labels, and antidotes are 
concealed. 

most value the user, the 
label pesticide must carry ade- 
quate directions for use, proper state- 
ment ingredients, and any required 
eaution. Also, required, the poison 
label must displayed with the pre- 
seribed first aid antidote. Many mis- 
takes, some tragic, are caused fail- 
ure read, failure follow 
tions, warnings, and cautions shown 
the label. There are over 12,000 
pesticide labels registered Califor- 
nia, and each these was given 
ful detailed review prior accepta- 
bility under the law. The label the 
guide the proper use pesticides. 


Some Chemicals Are Highly Toxic 
Although the development and use 
the newer insecticides and rodenti- 
cides has been tremendous benefit

agriculture and public health 
throughout the world, some the 
chemicals are using are highly 
toxic that great care and caution 
necessary their use and handling. 
California, certain materials such 
parathion and TEPP are consid- 
ered highly toxic that under law 
necessary secure permits be- 
fore they can used, and these 
chemicals are not available house- 
holders for home garden use. For 
example, toxicity, one drop 
pure parathion person’s eye 
might fatal. quickly absorbed 
this manner. Likewise, teaspoon- 
ful TEPP absorbed through the 
skin could fatal. There are, how- 
ever, numerous insecticides available 
the homeowner for use the gar- 
den and the house. These include 
arsenical ant poisons, arsenical snail 
baits, various formulations including 
lindane, pipernyl, butoxide, rotenone, 
pyrethrins, malathion and other simi- 
lar materials. 

well remember that the 
label, which have mentioned be- 
fore, these products the key 
their use. the utmost impor- 
tance read the label carefully, prior 
using the product. not smart 
idea combine two more insecti- 
cides, add additional ingredients 
such solvents unless the label spe- 
cifically states. Sacramento not 
long ago householder purchased 
specific material use under his 
home control termites. thought 
would improve the toxicity the 
formulation adding solvent. 
was overcome the fumes the 
solvent, and the fire department had 
pull him out into the open air. 


Many people don’t realize that sol- 


vents, such carbon tetrachloride, 
xylene, and benzol are sometimes 
much more toxic than the active in- 
gredients the insecticide itself. 
About year ago, the State Division 
Safety listed number fatalities 
carbon tetrachloride, com- 
monly used solvent. One these in- 
stances involved man who used 
carbon tetrachloride extinguish 
fire the front seat his car. 
then sat the saturated seat and 
drove some distance. died days 
later from inhalation carbon tetra- 
chloride fumes. 

The possible danger the use 
volatile solvents, some which are 
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inflammable, and possibly explosive, 
cannot overemphasized. few 
years ago, young motorcycle officer 
decided his job was too hazardous and 
embarked upon career struc- 
tural pest control operator. did 
without any previous experience 
training the use and application 
pesticides. fact, did not bother 
apply for structural pest control 
license, which could not secure 
without first taking examination 
given the Structural Pest Control 
Board. used conventional type 
insecticide, with kerosene base. 
also used vaporizing machine, 
which was placed operation under- 
neath the house, new duplex. But 
neglected turn off the furnace 
pilot light. The resulting 
tion vaporized fumes reached the 
required concentration with air, and 
the explosion that ensued wrecked the 
and put the pest control 
operator the hospital. 


You may have read report few 
weeks ago concerning householder 
who was using gasoline flame 
thrower burn weeds his prop- 
erty. Unknown him, there was 
‘pinhole leak the tank, and his 
clothing became saturated and burst 
into flames. became human 
torch. This again, course, involves 
volatile material. the label 
the insecticide you are using admon- 
ishes you ‘‘keep away from naked 
flame,’’ all means so. 


Information has been developed 
show that large percentage house- 
hold accidents involving children are 
attributed ordinary kerosene. has 
appeared justifiable limit any claims 
for safety the labels fly sprays 
and other products containing petro- 
leum distillates, and addition 
require warnings keep such prod- 
ucts away from children. Orderly 
rection exorbitant labeling go- 
ing on, and new precautions are being 
required, based solvent hazards. 

Arsenic trioxide solution, sold 
percent concentrate for soil steri- 
lization, often used underneath 
homes percent dilution sat- 
urate the soil next the foundation, 
for termite control. More than one 
homeowner, however, has discovered 
that the chemical can penetrate the 
outside underneath the foundation, 
and destroy valuable shrubbery. The

Some the fatalities and injuries 
involving these chemical pesticides are 
due accident, some are due 
rance, but most them are attribut- 
able carelessness handling, 
failure observe warnings and 
tions the label.

First Aid Knowledge Important 


Familiarity with first aid 
ments can sometimes make tremen- 
dous difference. certain sections 
the San Joaquin Valley, sulfuric 
acid applied the soil counter- 
act excessive alkalinity.

Several years ago, farmer 
was unfortunate enough have spilled 
his bare arm quantity undi- 
luted Instead plunging his 
arm into irrigation ditch full 
water, close by, got into his car 
and drove for minutes the near- 
est doctor’s office. almost lost his 
arm, and did lose most the flesh 
the forearm. 

the label displays warning 
avoid using the pesticide near pets, 
such goldfish caged birds, the 
warning should carefully observed.

Reports are occasionally received 
that dogs have been poisoned snail 
and slug baits. Practically all such 
baits that are common use today 
are made mixture containing 
bran, fineness sufficient permit 
the snail slug pick up, arsenic 
trioxide, and meta-acetaldehyde. The 
latter material similar the prod- 
uct known canned heat.

The 
reason for the small piles avoid 
loss the metaldehyde attractant, 
which might quickly dissipated 
seattering.

These 
warnings and admonitions are not 
placed the label for idle purposes. 
They appear the label for two 
principal reasons: (1) the law re- 
quires it; and (2) the manufacturer 
wants sure will not held 
responsible for failing warn the 
user, should damage suit occur 
injury. 


Residue Problem 
general, the subject apply- 
pesticide garden crops, 
should remembered that some types 
chemicals are quickly dissipated 
and others are persistent. other 
pesticides the first category 
not expected cause resi- 
due problem, while the latter might. 


well known, for instance, that 
any the metallic poisons, such 
arsenic lead, will remain until re- 
moved, while, the other hand, the 
newer synthetic organic compounds 
are dissipated matter weeks 
days, depending upon the chemical 
and weather conditions. 

the preparation agricultural 
crops for market, the remaining pest- 
icide residues are brought within legal 
tolerances washing and trimming. 
this connection, perhaps 
worthy mention state that the 
Bureau Chemistry makes daily 
early morning inspections whole- 
sale produce markets throughout the 
State, for the purpose detecting 
produce suspected carrying exces- 
sive pesticide residues. Any product 
suspected carrying residue 
promptly quarantined out sale, 
pending chemical analysis. the resi- 
due found above legal toler- 
ance, the produce either recondi- 
dumped. 


Pest Control License 

Anyone who engages for hire the 
business pest control must secure 
from the Bureau Chemistry 
agricultural pest control license 
ering the type pest control 
which proposes engage. This 
license does not structural 
pest control, which regulated under 
the Business and Professions Code. 
Licensed agricultural pest control op- 
erators are required register with 
the agricultural commissioner each 
county which they operate, and 
submit the commissioner monthly 
reports work done each county.

(5) Always keep chemicals orig- 
inal labeled containers. 

(6) Dispose empty containers 
safely.

The regulations would require any 
water purveyor proposing utilize 
reservoir and surrounding area for 
recreational use apply for permit 
from the State Board Public 
Health this formalizes policy under 
which the department has been oper- 
ating. Elements the proposed regu- 
lations are: The application must in- 
clude statement intended 
tional use and description the 
controls proposed protect the water 
supply; the plan must approved 
the governing board the water 
purveyor, and provision must made 
for health supervision the 
recreational area facilities. 

Recreational uses permitted res- 
ervoirs would not wading, 
bathing, swimming persons 
animals, nor would 
granted for recreational use distri- 
bution reservoirs.
